The civilian damage may go above a 
million dollars. Doors and windows 
were blown out, plaster shaken down, 
brickwork cracked, and roofing dam- 
aged in hundreds of houses in the vil- 


lages near the arsenals. 


Seven Bodies Seen in Ruin. 

Late tonight seven bodies wer: sight- 
in the ruins of the naval arsenal. 
They could not be reached. Another 
body was seen in Lake Denmark. The 
automobile of another missing man 
containing his bloodstained clothing 
was found. He is thought to have been 
blown to piéces. 

Lieutenant Commander Edward A.. 
Browne, medical officer at the naval 
depot; Capt. Burwell H. Clarke, com- 
manding the marine attachment at the 
arsenal; Lieut. H. C. Schrade, Joseph 
Gately, gunner, and twenty marines 
and two civilian employés with their 
families, making a total of thirty-three, 
are the missing. Their bodies are be- 
lieved to be among the 300 smashed and 
burned buildings of the navy ammuni- 
tion depot in which big shells, depth 
bombs, cans of TNT and cases of pow- 
der were still exploding tonight, more 
than a full day after the blast. 

Gen. C. C. Williams, chief of the 


ordnance staff of the army, will ap- 


point a board of officers to make an 
official inquiry into the cause and the 
extent of the damage. Arrangements 
for a naval investigation have not yet 
been announced. 


Shells Flying for 24 Hours. 
For more than twenty-four hours 
sixteen inch armor piercing shells, 


‘fourteen inch and smaller caliber shells 


have been exploding, throwing projec- 
tiles in all directions, some flying over 
the hills surrounding the.arsenals and 
landing in the wrecked and abua*idened 
villages, on the roads, and over the 
country. 

Late tonight fire still rages. Ag it 
does so, it heats up the ammunition 
stacks until, when the exploding point 
of the charges is reached, a fresh bom- 
bardment begins. Vast sheets of fire 
leap up, lighting up the four square 
miles of smashed buildings and explo- 
sion holes that now occupy the site of 
the two ammunition depots. 

It would be sending men to sure 
death to permit searchers for bodies 
to approach the section where the fire 
and explosions are still in progress 
It is here that more than a score of 
bodies are believed to be lying. 


Buildings Destroyed Total 180. 

Officers, marines, civilians, 
scorched, lacerated, bruised, their eye 
balls seared by floods of heat anv light 
that accompanied the terrific teshes. 
succeeded in making their way t> safety 
after the first twe explosions. They ar- 
rived at roeds and villages on ail) sides 
of the two arsenals. Scores of them 
were picked up passing mo.ocrists. 
Some were taken to hospitals, of»ers to 
private homes. Men were very widely 
scattered in this way, and some vf those 
still unaccounted for may’ be alive. 

The tremendous explosions, in which 
magazines containing hundreds of tons 
of explosives went up in groups of 
six or eight at a time, destroyed more 
than 180 buildings of the naval ar- 
senals. Sixteen of them escaped the 
disaster, but at any time today these 
might have blown up.

The 200 powder. magazines of the 
navy arsenal are situated on a hill- 
ide, or plateau, which slopes down 
towards the army arsenal, which oc- 
cupies a hollow. The naval depot oc- 
cuples 400 acres; the army arsenal. 
1.616 acres. 

This morning. burning through trees 
and -thicket, the fire of the naval area 
moved down the.slope towards the 
army property. The wind, however, 
was against it. Army and naval ofmfi- 
cers watched the wind anxiously and 
prayed that it would not change. ~ 

All day long the wind fought the 
flames. No other fire fighting was 
nossible under the terrific and continu- 
ous bombardment of high explosive 
‘ ehells and the blasts from explosives 
in eontainers. By 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon the wind had checked these 
flames. The brush and trees had been 
completely burned out of a wide belt 
separating the army from the navy 
arsénal. This furnished the army ar- 
senal with complete protection from 
re.

7 Scores Saved by Holiday. 

Shells continued to explode in smok- 
ing pyre throughout today and Maj.

A little more than a hundred years ago De Witt 
Clinton, governor of New York, opened the Erie 
canal and carried a keg of Lake Erie water by 
water to the Atlantic and emptied it, wedding the 
west to the sea. The waterway triumphed over 
human doubts and natural* obstacles, and that 
began an era of waterway developments in the 

' wake of which came the railroad. We forget that 
there was a period when canals made the country. 

Canals, hard roads, and then the railroads, until 
the rails themselves were sufficient, and the canals 
went out of us@ and the hard roads went out of 

existence. Now we are back on the hard roads 
again and are trying to get back the waterways, 
all being needed. : 

New York, which built an American waterway 
from the lakes to the sea in the early nineteenth 

century, now proposes to make that link a sea 
'¢ehannel by which ocean ships can reach the in- 


terior lake ports and carry the produce and trade | 


of the midwest. 3

way, which requires the consent and codperation 
of Canada.

During the same period, a total of 
1,831 stills were seized, for which offi- 
cers were paid $10 apiece in addition 
to the rewards for the arrests, 32,688 
gallons of ardent liquors were taken, 
and, according to the prohibition com- 
missioners report, property, including 
stills and paraphernalia, valued at 
$383,263 was destroyed by his unit 
alone.

Amazing Court Opinion. 

The startling opinion was given tn 
the appeal of a citizen who insisted 
that liquor had been seized in his 
house and out of his very hands by 
officers not authorized to enter or 
search the premises by a search war- 
rant. He contended that the liquor 
which was produced against him fn the 
trial wes consequently illegal evidence 
and that his conviction should be set 
aside. 

“The admissibility of evidence,” 
ruled the Supreme court, in an opinion 
which half a dozen lawyers in Rich- 
mond hold is in direct conflict with the 
rulings of the United States Supreme 
court, “is not affected by the illegality 
of the means by which it has been 
obtained, unless it appears that the 
defendant has been compelled himself 
to give or produce it, as where a con- 
fession obtained by duress is offered as 
evidence; and. where evidence is ac- 
quired by an illegal search and 
seizure, it cannot be said that the de- 
fendant has been himself compelled to 
give or produce it. 

“Where the evidence produced is 
competent and pertinent to the issue, 
the court will not stop the trial of a 
case to investigate the means by which 
it was procured.”

MADRID, July 11.—Both Gen. ail 
ler and Gen. Aguilera, who have been 
called upon by a special court trying 
alleged participants in the recent plots 
against the dictatorship, have acknow!l- 
edged the genuineness of their signa- 
tures to the manifesto the discovery 
of which led to the revelation of the 
plot by the police. 

Far from attempting to excuse their 
action, both generals have defended 
themselves, maintaining that what- 
ever was done or attempted was consti- 
tutional, since their first attack was 
not against the king, whom the army 
is sworn to protect, but was against 
Dictator Primo de Rivera, who, they 
assert, represents neither the king nor 
the country, but only his own personal 
interests. 

Explaining the plans of the partici- 
pants in the plot, they say their inten- 
tion was to convoke a new council 
which would hold elections within six 
or eight months to obtain a genuinely 
representative parliament.

Don’t Criticize Unless You 
Vote, They’re Advised. 


Chicago's sights, Chicago's hospital- 
ity, Chicago’s chapter of the Business 
and Professional Women’s clubs, and 
two of Chicago's ablest women orators 
furnished an interesting, full, and en- 
joyable Sunday yesterday for three 
hundred members hailing from every 
state in the union east and south of 
Illinois, with one from Honolulu for 
good measure, 

Climaxing the day's program for the 
guests, who were en route to the na- 
tional convention opening today in Des 


Moines, were the addresses of Mrs, 
Medill McCormick and Miss Helen Ben- 
net@®at a dinner in the Congress hotel 
last night. 


Ruthlessiy and graphically, in an 
effort to drive home a realization of 
the power of women’s votes in govern- 
ment, Mrs. McCormick plunged into an 
arraignment of. what she termed “a 
pitiable state of affairs,” declaring she 
has observed a growing disposition to 
make sport of men in public offices, 
and to find humor in their shortcom- 
ings and their sins of omission and 
commission. 


“ Are we going to let ourselves slip 
slovenly into an attitude of mind in 
which we make a joke of our govern- 
ment and its administrators?” she 
asked. ‘‘ Are we going to raise a gen- 
eration of children who will adopt that 
attitude and enlarge upon it? There's 
something terribly wrong with us if 
we do, and our children will not be 
healthy minded men and women. Our 
public servants are in office because. 
our vote put them there, or because 
our failure to vote allowed them to get 
there. 

“No one has any right to criticize 
the government or its officers who has 
not given something of himself in the 
upbuilding oft. Public opinion gov- 
erns the public vote, and the responsi- 
bility of women in the matter of form- 
ing public opinion is doubled, because 
we influence both the home and the 
business world.” 


Woman's World's Fair, spoke of the 
necessity of physical fitness for busi- 
ness and professional women. 

“Today is the day of the girl who 
is vigorous and strong and well,” she 
said, “ who is physically and mentally 
healthy and interested in the health 
of her community. I have seen many 
women come to Chicago and enter the 
business world with ambition and de- 
termination, and go down to defeat be- 
cause they did not cherish their 
health. They did not have the same 
regard for their health that men have 
for theirs. 

“The business woman who plays 
golf every Friday afternoon gets along 
bet in the world. Most of us take 
our Work too seriously’ and in a few 
years are worn out fer lack of play.
